Garland Peed, Randy En- 
low and James Garrigan 
Safe After 8-Hour Bat- 
tle With Fog.

BOSTWICK, Ga., July 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Flying: for nine hours through 
fog, driving rainstorms and darkness, 
Garland P. Reed, Jr., Randy 8. Ens- 
low and James J. Garrigan, on a pro- 
jected non-stop, refueling. flight from 
New Haven, Conn., to Buenos Aires, 
took to their parachutes about ‘a mile 
east of here this morning and made 
safe descents. Their monoplane “K,” 
a special Stinson-Detroiter, equipped 
with a Pratt & Whitney “Wasp” en- 
gine, spinning into a sparsely-wooded 
knoll, was completely wrecked by the 
terrific impact, its twisted remains, 
scattered over several hundred yards, 
standing as a bleak monument to still 
another unsuccessful “record” flight. 

The men had _ planned to reach 
Buenos Aires in four days, with Cur- 
tiss field, Havana, Panama, Lima and 
Mendoza among the refueling points 
along their 9,000-mile flight, sponsored

“Enslow, who was at the controls 
throughout most of the flight, climb- 
ed to more;than 9,000 feet, hoping 
to get above the overcast, but‘ at 
that altitude atmospheric conditions 
were even worse, if possible. With no 
chance of getting above the fog and 
even less of getting near enough to 


place, our only hope was to drive on, 
battling our-way through the murk 
until our fuel tanks were exhausted 
or until the fog lifted.

Garrigan was the first to leave the 
ill-fated plane, climbing out through 
the gas refueling pit and plunging 
earthward from an autitude of about 
7,000 feet. Enslow, next to go, was 
forced to break the glass in the cabin 
door and climb out, pulling the para- 
chute after him. He yanked the rip 
cord almost as soon as his body was 
clear of the plan, then flying about 
2,000 feet. . 

Peed, the last of the three to “bail 
out,” maneuvered the plane into such 
a position that the crash would cause 
as little damage to crop and other 
farm property as possible, cut the ig- 
nition switch and then left the ship

(Special.)—Georgia’s first father-and- 
son execution was in prospect tonight * 
when a jury in superior court here 
found William Hulsey and his son, 
Fred, guilty of the murder of Cliff 
Jones, one of the three men slain in 
Rockmart’s “poker massacre,” re- 
turning a verdict without a recom- 
mendaton for mercy, making a sen- 
tence of death in the electric chair 
mandatory. 

The Hulseys also are under indict- 
ment for the murder of Lige Harper 
and Ernest McCullough, killed with 
Jones last month after a poker picnic 
on the Hulsey farm, four miles east 
of Rockmart, the state contending 
that ‘the Hulseys killed the three - 
men after they had proved winners 


Solicitor-General 8S. W. Ragsdule, 


of the Tallapoosa circuit, who direct- 


(ed the prosecution, announced tonight 


that the Hulseys would be put on 
trial at the next term of court for 
the slaying of Harper and McCullough. 
Ray Hulsey. another son of William 
Hulsey, and Tom Hicks, the elder 
Hulsey’s son-in-law, are still held in 
jail here. They appeared as _Wilsicw 
nesses for the state. — 

_L. E. McCullough, Rockmart taxi 
driver, who admits carrying the three 
mén to the Hulsey farm, was released 
tonight. On the witness stand at their 
trial the Hulseys asserted that it was 
McCullough who fired the shots which 
killed the three men. ) 

The conviction of the Hulseys came 


| after the jury had deliberated four 


The foreman, W. E. Zuker, 
declared that the 12 men who voted 
the verdict agreed not to make any 
public discussion of their delibera- 
tion, though he asserted that the ver- 
diet had been made almost an hour 
before it was returned to Superior 
Judge Price Edwards.

Simultaneously, 
William G. McRae, of Atlanta, chief 
of defense counsel, anhounced he 
will file a motion for a new trial 
tomorrow and appeal to the supreme 
court in the event his motion is Jost. 

The murders of Jones, Ernest Me- 
Cullough and Harper were considered 
the most brutal killings in this sec- 
tion.

Fearing Filibuster, - Final 
Roll Sought Not Later 
Than Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—(2)— 
Leaving the opposition to bear the 
whole burden of debate, negotiations 
were begun in the senate today look- 
ing to an agreement for a vote by 
next Tuesday on the Lendon naval 
treaty. 

Senator Johnson, republican, Cali- 
fornia, the leader of the treaty op- 
ponents, withheld any promise for an 
agreement pending the return to the 
capitel of his chief lieutenant, Sena- 


tor Moses, repubiican, New Hamp- 
shire, who was called away by death 
in his family. 

The dominant treaty forces grew 
restless, however, as the speeches of 
the opponents stretched into hours. 
Senator McKellar, democrat, ‘Tennes- 
see, spoke for three hours. Senator 
Pittman, democrat, Nevada,, followed 
with a spirited attack upon President 
Hoover for his refusal to give the 
senate all the papers relating to the 
Lendon meeting. Senators Copeland, 
democrat, New York, and George, 
Georgia, closed the last two hours of 
debate. Less than 10 members were 
on the floor as he read extracts of 
historical data relating to treaty ne- 
gotiations, 

There was some talk of winding up 
the debate this week, but little hope 
was held out for final disposition of 
the pact by Saturday night. 

Cloture Asked. 


Aroused by what they considered in- 
dications of a filibuster, some treaty 
advocates were moving tonight to in- 
voke cloture to shut off debate. Sena- 
tor Watson, of Indiana; the republic- 
an leader, said a cloture petition had 
been drafted, but said it had not been 
circulated for the necessary- 16 on 
tures and would not be unless a defi- 
nite filibuster against the treaty de- 
veloped. 


Senator McKellar formally intro- 


duced his reservations late in the day, 


one providing for freedom of the seas 
and the other éalling for the elimina- 
tion of British naval bases in the 
vicinity of the American continent. 

In a bitter attack upon the treaty, 
the Tennesseean termed the pact a 
“sham” and he protested that no 
printed record existed of the London 
negotiations. Senator Johnson said the 
tate department was engaged in 
printing a volume embodying its own 
views on the agreement. Senator Reed, 
republican, Pennsylvania; said the sec- 
retary of the London conference kept 
a record of the proceedings. 

An attendance today of 64 mem- 
bers, the largest to appear thus far 
at the special session, led leaders to 
predict more than 70 would be pres- 
ent for the final roll call. 

They estimated there would be no 
more than 12 votes in opposition, thus 
assuring a heavy margin above the 
necessary two-thirds for ratification. 

Text. 

The text of the two McKellar res- 
ervations follow: 

Freedom of the seas—: ei 

“Be it resolved, that as a condition 
to the ratification of the foregomg 
treaty by the United States it is un- 
derstood and agreed that hereafter the 
high contracting parties in both times 
of peace and of war will respect the 
rights of all neutrals to the absolute 
freedom of the seas outside of terri- 
torial waters ; : eae 

“And it is further expressly ‘under- 
stood and agreed that each aiid all of 
said high contracting parties will 
guarantee among themselves and as 
far as thev can to other nations, the 
natural rights of all meutral nations, 
and their nationals to ship their goods, 
wares and merchandise on the high 
seas in times of peace and of war, to 
aid from all nations, belligerents or 
neutrals. without interference or 
molestation or injury and before this 
ratification becomes effective this res- 
ervation will be agreed to in writing 
by each of the other signatories to 
said treaty.” 

Naval Bases. 

Naval bases: : a 

“Be it resolved, that it is specific- 
ally understood and agreed in the rati- 
fication of this treaty that during the 
treaty period between the ratification 
hercvof ang the 31st of December, 1936, 
that Great Britain will, in the inter- 
es: of peace and concord between the 
tw» nations. and as an assurance of 
the oft repeated statement of many 
of her leading statesmen that war with 
the United States is unthinkable, un-

Why they've 
been dying and smothering here for 
seven months and yet they bring in a 
treaty that’s not even an emergency

Not Taken Up. 


To. emphasize this, the Nevadan 
said the pact had not been taken u 
for ratification by Japan or England. 

Pittman said he was in no position 
to determine whether in the corres- 
pondence there is “some, understand- 
ing’ but that President Hoover 
his statement that none existed out- 
sid« the treaty on second hand knowl- 
edge. 

“The impression seems to be grow- 
ing,” he said, “that the president is 
thy treaty-making power and the sen- 
ate merely ratifies perfunctorily. 
There is nv ground for that.” 

He contended the president was 
“unwilling to place confidence in the 
s:nete,” and that had he submitted 
th: letters and cablegrams in confi- 
dence that confidence would have been 
respected. 

“t sincerely trust the president will 
reconsider his refusal,” he said. 

Copeland said another appeal for 
the papers eught to be made. 

George said the president had es- 
tablished an “evil p ent” out of 
harmony with the constitution in de- 
cliniig the senate’s request. Submis- 
sion of the documents, he added, would 
have cleared up for all time “any sus- 
picien that there was an ulterior 
thought of an alliance between the 
Usited States and Great Britain.”

Cabinet Senaudirily Squelches 


Reichstag on Finance 
Measure.. 


BERLIN, July 16.—Germany 
moved rapidly nearer the “constitu- 
tional *dictatorship” threatened by 
Chancellor Heinrich Bruening when 
the cabinet today decide@ to enforce 
by decree the taxes in ‘the govern- 
ment’s budget defeated by the reich- 


stag. 

: The cabinet’s decision involved the 
invocation of Article 48 in the con- 
stitution, under which in time of emer- 
gency the administration may rule by 
decree. . 

High tension followed the an- 
nouncement this evening, which re- 
sulted after a day of intense emo- 
tion in the German capital. The 
struggle between the government and 
the reichstag was brought to a head 
when President Paul Von Hinden- 
are gave Chancellor Bruening power 
0 act. 

‘The president authorized his chan- 
cellor to enforce the government's 
financial ‘program under Article 48. 
His stern decision, however, went fur- 
_— thdn that, including authoriza- 
ion : 

1—To dissolve the reichstag if the 
reichstag sought, as constitutionally 


Article 

2—Dissolve the reichstag in case of 
a non-confidence motion against the 
cabinet. 

3—Dissolve the reichstag in case 
“any important political event oc- 
curred.” 

_ Legal experts doubted the constitu- 
tionality of the authorization by the 
president of the latter two points. 

The president, however, apparently 
had decided to back up the cabinct 
in its firm decision to go ahead with 
its finance program—a program which 
has caused endless trouble in the ad- 
ministration for months, and _result- 
ed.in the change of finance ministers 
frequently. 
_ The reichstag precipitated the cab- 
inet's decision to act drastically, when

FEDERAL AIDED HIGHWAYS. 
The supreme court of the District 
of Columbia has upheld the author- 


ity of the federal secretary of agri- 
culture to approve or disapprove 
“the construction and reconstruc- 


tion of the highways, and of all 


contracts, plans, specifications and | 


estimates relating thereto, and the 
work is subject to the inspection 
and approval of the secretary; and 
it is also his duty, if the state should 
fail to maintain the highways so con- 
structed, to have them put into 
proper repair.” 

The ruling covers the relation of 
the secretary of agriculture to fed- 
eral aid roads in all the states.

+ SOME DATA OF TAXATION. 


For the fiscal year that ended 
June 30 the people of Georgia paid 
internal revenue taxes into the Unit- 
ed States treasury to the sum of 
$12,529,571.45. That was less 
than they paid in 1929 by $1,526,- 
348.46. This was one of the states 
that paid less than in the previous 
year while all the states together 
paid more by $99,444,554.18. 


paid income taxes of $8,537,961.80; 
individual incomes 
513.63; and miscellaneous 
produced $375,096.02; 


taxes 


than a million and a half dollars. 


That which stands out from these 
figures is the fact that excise taxes 
upon the people’s actual increments 
are easily borne and collected. They 
accent the growing feeling, almost 
unanimously expressed by state ex- 
ecutives at the recent national gov- 
ernors’ conference, that state reve- 
nues must eventually be planned and 
collected by excise and stamp levies, 
leaving real tangible properties, 
such as lands, improvements, equip- 
ments and personal accessories, to 
be taxed, if at all, for local purposes 
by local units of government. 

By the time a Georgia general 
assembly convenes again to consider 
our system of taxation and fit it 
more accurately to the essential 
needs of the state, our experience 
with the income and sales taxes, 
enacted by the last legislature, 
Should afford reliable data for a sci- 
entific appraisal of their value to the 
State and their ease of sufferance by 
the people who pay in the revenues. 


VISIBLE FARM UPLIFTS. 


Crop reports from over Georgia 
\sent to The Constitution show gen- 
(erally good conditions, with prom- 
_ises of more than: normal produc- 
tion. Such reports are heartening 
with the hope that prices to the 
producers will be profitable to them 
and helpful to the state’s general 
prosperity. 

There has been shown this year 
a better understanding of the val- 
ues derivable from more intensive 
culture and diversified crops from 
the same farm. The credit system 
under which our farmers are forced 
to work is not favorable to full prac- 
tice of limited acreage and balanced 
cropping, but appreciable advances 
along those lines have been made in 
handicaps.

What is the caste system in 
India? How did the term origi-

that millions of Hindus are look- 
ed upon as scarcely human by 
their fellow men? 
The term is borrowed from the 
the Portuguese and the Spanish word 
“easta,” meaning breed or clan. It 
has no general equivalent in modern 
India’s language. In that country 
caste is definable as a group or collec- 
tion of groups having a common name 
and a common interest, the members 
of which constitute a fixed unit un- 
assimilated by society as a whole. 
The origin of these hard-and-fast 
groups is traceable for 3,000 years / 
past, and goes back to the Vedic Ar- 
yan period. Their prolonged penetra-

tion into the structure of Hindu life 
has been both njilitant and pacific; 
due in part to foreign conquest and 
in part to hardening custom. Hence, 
caste is so firmly intrenched that some 
authorities insist it cannot be dis- 
placed, while othérs maintain it ren- 
ders India’s self-government improba- 
ble, if not impossible. It is difficult 
to believe that the demand for repre- 
sentative or democratic rule is capa- 
ble of satisfaction while the peculiar 
claims of the Brahmins to absolute 
superiority exist and are recognized. 

hese drastic divisions have devel- 
oped as continuations of exceedingly 
ancient Aryan institutions and have 
assumed their present forms in ac- 
cordance with India’s social] conditions 
and environment, There are two prin- 
cipal groups—the Brahmins and Su- 
dras; the Brahmins consisting in turn 
of two other classes,’ rather than 


castes, called the Kshattriyas and the |. 


Vaisyas. Formerly there were castes 
among the Sudras, who preceded the 
Brahmin rule, which were based on 
family or tribal status and functioned 
before the Aryan invasion. 

Outside these four principal castes 


of the Pariah system, the members 
of which subdivide into further ramifi- 
cations. The Brahmin of today repre- 
sents a fusion of all Aryan groups as 
an aristocracy bent on self-preserva- 
tion against the inroads of the non- 
Aryan masses. The social and po- 
litical implications of caste-are obvi- 
ous and baffling. Indeed, social equal- 
ity as western nations understand it 
is foreign to re life and thought.

In England McKenzie has gone on 
record as saying that he is convineed 
(I quote from an abstract published 
in the Journal of the American Med- 


ical Association) that diathermy ex- 
tirpation of the tonsils will come to 
be the method of ‘choice for adults. 
McKenzie considers it not suitable, 
for children, though in this country 
some of the more skilled throat spe- 
cialists employ it, with satisfaction 
for some children only four or five 
vears old. . The only reason why it 
is not so stitable for children is 
that it is much more ¢ifficul€ to se- 
cure the necessary co-operation from 
a young ebild. So it depends largely 
upon the personal factor—both the 
kind of training the child has had and 
the patience or knack of the doctor 
for managing children. 

In England, however, they seem 
to think the new-fangled method is 
not so bad. have no firsthand 
knowledge of English medical and 
surgical practice, but from literature 
I gather that they’re not quite so 
radical about surgery over there. 

Over here, to read some of these 
medical journal screeds, one might 
imagine that it is lese majesty or 
treason for a physician of unassail- 
able professional standing—that is. 
membership or fellowship in his lo- 
cal. state and national medical s«- 
cieties—to, imply that normal tonsils 
should not be removed. or to deplore 
the risks and the serious complica: 
tions of surgical tonsillectomy and 
suggest some safer and equally effece- 
tive remedy. i 

All these editorial dectors are ex- 
cellent in their field. Some of them, 
however, have never had any experi- 
ence to speak of in the practice of 
medicine. Il had bad 15 years of it 
hefore I began to tel] the world.

Evidently the 
policy of France is to get as much 
gold as she can and keep funds at 
home, probably to carry out her pro- 
| gram of public works and also to build 
up an international capital market.

While there has been no movement 
of gold across the Atlantic of any 
importance this year, either way, we 
have gained $240,000,000 net since 
the beginning of the year in shipments 
from Japan and South America.

House Committes Told Laws

NEW YORK,. July 16.—()-- 
Growth of organized violence in 
strikes and demonstrations staged by 
communists today was attributed 
largely to the cessation in 1925 of 
the justice department's efforts to 
curb soviet activities .due to inmsuffi- 
cient laws under which to act. 


Charles R. Wood, conciliation com- 
missioner of the labor department at 
Washington, told a special house 
committee investigating communist 
activities that organized violence had 
become a “serious_-menace” to the na- 
tion’s industries» im the past {five 


years. 

Testifying for five hours as the only 
witness of the second day of hearings, 
Wood ‘charged ‘communist activities 
were directed in this country from 
Moscow, but expressed belief that the 
soviet government did not spend any 
money officially to aid in formulat- 
ing a basis for revolutionary move- 
ment. 

As author of the book, “Reds and 
Lost Wages,” and in charge of nego- 
tiating strike settlements for the gov- 
ernment, Wood said, he had found 
communists sponsored strikes not to 
better conditions of workers but to 
raise money from strike sympathizers. 
Money intended for women and chil- 
dren of strikers went, he said, largely 
to communist propagandizing work. 

All of the strikes initiated or en- 
couraged by communists, he said, were 
of a revolutionary and political char- 
acter, in addition to being a means 
of obtaining funds from a “sucker 
list” of “pinks” and “parlor bolshe- 
viks” who he said lived off of money 
they did not earn. 

Wood charged communist leaders 
precipitated the clash at Gastonia, 
UL C., in I ‘between strikers and 
police in order to create sympathy 
and. obtain funds. Similar tactics 
were employed, he said, in the 1926 


| textile strike at Pasasic, N. J., when 


600,000 was raised, and at the strike 
in New Bedford, Mass., in 1928.

Grasshoppers similar to the “lo- 
custs” which have plagees Egypt and 
Palestine since Biblical days were re- 
ported increasing throughout the en- 
tire United States, although threat- 
ening most in North and South Da- 
kota, Michigan, Nebraska, Idaho and 
Colcrado. An expected outbreak in 
Montana was averted by cold, wet 
weather at egg hatching time. 

“The grasshopper is not the dread 
st of the west it used to be,” Dr. 
arrimer said today, “Although it 
eats practically everything edible, is 
born hungry and never satisfies its 
appetite, a poison has been devised 
capable of killing the pests in such 
great numbers they fall 30 to the 
square foot,” 

He said experiments were being 
conducted by the agriculture depart- 
ment to cheapen the cost of this bran- 
mash-arsenic poison and give it wider 
use. 

_ A curious, wasp-like insect was be- 
ing introduced in the west to combat 
the range caterpillar, Dr. Larrimer 
said.

When the body was exhumed it was 
found that the viscera had been re- 
moved by an undertaker, who said he 
had put it in the coffin of a Chinese 
who died at the same time; Shain- 
wald had the grave and coffin of a 
Chinese opened but. failed to find 
what he sought. He was made de- 
fendant in a damage suit because of 
this action. 

When the will was filed there re- 
cently the petition for probate said 
that Shainwald had left his former 
New Rochelle home, had gone to 
Hawaii, and could not be located. 

Mrs. Sevier left her brother only 
$500 and a sister was not mentioned 
in the will at all. The estate was 
bequeathed to Colontl] Sevier with the 
proviso that.if he should die before 
Mrs. Sevier the money should go to 
the University of the South at 
Sewanee, Tenn.

He has al- 
ways discounted his own amaz- 
ing skill in all those little pub- 
lic specches he had to make when 
they @anded him the prizes with 
a seemingly half-embarrassed ex- 
planation that he was merely 
lucky. He’s always praised the 
other players in a few well-

So naturally and so neatly has 
this always been done that Jones 
has earned the reputation of be- 
ing one of the world’s finest 
sportsmen, not only among the 
spectators, but among’ the men 
he has beaten. The remarks of 
the two Smiths, Horton and 
MacDonald, the men he edged 
out with that phenomenal putt 
at Minneapolis on Saturday, are 
strikingly illustrative of this 
point.

That’s quite a commonwealth 
when you come to think it over. 
It seems away off down in the 
brakes when summed up _ from 
this distance, and from what I’ve

GALEN WILL OPPOSE 
WALSH IM MONTANA 


HELENA, Mont., July 16.—())— 
Early returns from Montana’s nomi- 
nating election today assured Justice 
Albert J. Galen, republican, the op- 
portunity to contest this fall with 
Thomas J. Walsh for the United 
States senatorship. Walsh was un- 
opposed.
